W atchdogs bark among 
tile tombs whenever a wayfarer in 
Hie cemetery passes near the bam­ 
boo huts. 
Some Make Money 
It is an eerie com m unity, but there 
is no rent to pay. Borne squatters 
actually make m oney here. They 
arc i>aid to trim memorial trees 
and grass lawns on the tombs of 
wealthy Chinese. Som e arc able to 
keep their fam ilies by this means. 
Manila has a large Chinese pop­ 
ulation and it lias a large and orn­ 
ate cemetery. 
It is a wilderness of stone figures 
and colorful designs. Many of Hie 
tombs are beautiful and elaborate 
and look more like open houses than 
graves. 
The Chinese bury their dead with 
more ceremony and expense than 
Is usual in m ost lands aud seem 
to remember them more In other 
ways. 
than is customary in busy America. 
No m atter how lie may have to 
scrimp in life, tile poorest Chinese 
likes to go to his gods in all the 
style and greatness his purse and 
that of his family can afford. He 
doesn t want to go em pty-handed 
Into the hereafter.
